Second Attack Friday

From the effect* of a second para­ 
lytic stroke, suffered Friday morning 
while dressing, the Rev. John (Calvin 
Reighard, retired Lutheran minister, 
died at his home, 262 Baltimore street, 
at 5 o’clock this morning. 
The minister was first stricken in 
the pulpit of the Biglerville Lutheran 
church on August 9, 
1925, 
but 
had 
sufficiently recovered to walk about. 
The second seizure left the Rev. Mr. 
Reighard 
unconscious 
and 
barely 
alive. 
He was born at 
Casna, 
near 
Al­ 
toona, sixty-eight years ago. 
He was 
graduated from 
G ettysburg 
college 
with the class of IRKS, and from the 
Lutheran Theological seminary here 
three years later. 
His first charge was at Milroy and 
subsequently he filled pastorates at 
M cAlisterville, St. Thomas, Blaine and 
Marysville. 
He left the active minis­ 
try in 1923, moving to Gettysburg. 
The Rev. Mr. Reighard w'as married 
to Miss Annie Belk- Mickley, of Get­ 
tysburg, who died June IT, 1917.

when mortally wounded by a shot 
from the pistol of a Hoeing bank 
robber, breathed a command to 
“Get that m an,” an unpretentious 
monum e rt was unveiled this a ft­ 
ernoon on the place the courage­ 
ous officer died. 
Haley, a native of Pottsville, 
was un unpretentious, unassuming 
trooper, comparatively young in 
the state service, and the exer­ 
cises this afternoon near the Ad- 
ams-Franklin 
county 
line, 
t**n 
miles west of here, were iii keep­ 
ing w'ith his 
character and 
de­ 
meanor—s i m p i e, unpretentious 
and unornamented. 
The trooper was killed late on 
the afternoon of October 14, 1924, 
while trying to arrest Philip A. 
Hartman, who previously held up 
the cashier of the Abbottstown 
State bank in the eastern section 
of Adams county, robbing the in­ 
stitution of $1,400. 
Sent out from the Chambers­ 
burg state police 
sub-station to 
patrol the Lincoln Highway in the 
direction 
of 
Gettysburg, 
from 
where news of the 
robbery had 
been broadcast, Haley saw a lone 
passenger in a speeding motor 
car. 
Turning 
his 
motorcycle 
around, the trooper went in pur­ 
suit. 
As he drew up beside 
the car, 
the lone occupant, who later was 
identified as 
H artm an, 
drew a 
pistol and shot while the automo­ 
bile and motorcycle were travel­ 
ing at break-neek sjieed. Trooper 
Haley, shot through tho heart, 
could 
not return the fugitive’s 
fire, hut ran his motorcycle to the 
side of the road where 
he 
fell 
over. 
Looking a fte r the rapidly dis­ 
appearing automobile, the officer, 
w’ith his dying breath, said; “ I’m 
shot. 
Get th a t m an!” 
Having 
uttered 
the*o 
words, 
he 
died. 
Haley was the ^ u rte e n th member 
of the state police force to die in 


the discharge of duty. 
H artm an surrendered to Read­ 
ing police several days after the 
killing, while one of the most ex­ 
tensive nian-hunts ever conducted 
in Pennsylvania was drawing a 
net around the suspect. 
Major 
Lynn G. Adams, superintendent 
of the 
state police departm ent, 
personally supervised the roundup 
of Trooper Haley’s 
slayer, 
and 
was one of the witnesses at the 
murderer’s trial here in January, 
1925. 
H artm an was electrocuted 
at the Rookview penitentiary No­ 
vember 30, 1925, 
and 
his 
boily 
brought back to 
Adams county 
and buried in a little cemetery at 
at Abbottstown beside his mother, 
whose (bath occurred while he 
was under sentence of death. 
Ross K. 
Gilbert, 
editor

Chambersburg newspaper, raised 
funds 
for 
the 
Trooper 
Haley 
marker from hanking institutions 
in Adams and Franklin counties. 
The memorial consuls of a base

tion: 
“ I’m shot. 
Get that man. 
“Thus spoke, on October 14, 
1924, Francis L. Haley, a member 
of the Pennsylvania state police, 
as he fell mortally wounded by a 
bullet tired by the escaping rob­ 
ber of the 
Abbottstown

bank, 27 miles east of this place, 
on the Lincoln Highway.” 
The state police departm ent has 
dramatized the life and death of 
Trooper Haley in a moving pic­ 
ture entitled “The Life of State 
Policeman Haley.’’ 
It shows, in

dramatic and heroic career, the 
training and duties of .state police­ 
man. and is being shown without 
cost throughout the state.
